AN ANNOUNCEMENT 


Recent commemorative issues of stamps have proved most interesting to both collectors and non-collectors, 
This gives all the more reason to expect that the George Washington Bi-centennial stamps, twelve in number, ranging 
from the 4c value through the 10c, will be of interest to many persons. If for no other reason, they will be interest- 
ing because most certainly none of us now living will witness the celebration of Washington’s. tercentenary, 
Commemoratives which come only once in a century will have value, and investment in them will be entirely 
— reasons have prompted us to undertake a first-day cover service for these stamps. With each new 
commemorative issue, philately gains, as it were, recruits. Then, too, with the history of the Columbian or Trans- 
Mississippi issues in mind, one sees that more gain has accrued to philately in this way than by any other means, or 
all other means combined. 

The issue of Bicentennial stamps will be a large one, and these stamps will be obtainable for a long time to 
come, but the first-day cancellation enhances their value and interest. No doubt some dealers will rush these stamps 
by ’plane to other cities. It is probable that they will release them, as did the postmasters of certain American 
cities in the cases of “provisional” issues, but philately will not recognize this gross infringement of the law which, 
in this case, stipulates that these stamps are not to be sold in any city other than Washington, D. C., previous to 
January 2, 1932. Publicly we wish to state that we shall mail covers on January 1, from Washington, and from no 
other city, no matter how near Washington it may be. Collectors. and dealers should discourage any who are 
unscrupulous enough to disobey the instructions of the Post Office Department in this respect.

Envelope Papers and Colors 


NE of the first difficulties ex- 

i perienced by the beginner in 
t envelope collecting is de- 
; termining the quality and 
‘color of the papers as listed in the 
‘various catalogs. Especially is this 
‘true as regards the envelopes issued 
in the early period of our postal his- 
tory by Nesbitt, Reay and Plimpton. 
There are two fundamentally differ- 
ent papers manufactured and used in 
‘the making of envelopes with which 
‘the collector should familiarize him- 
‘self. These are the “laid” and “wove” 
‘papers. With the exception of a very 
few envelopes and wrappers, all issues 
up to and including the series of 1903 
‘were made of laid paper which is 
‘identified by the laid lines or “ver- 
_geures” which run diagonally on the 
‘envelope and horizontally on the wrap- 
‘pers. “Wove” paper, which was used 
‘together with laid paper for the oval 
‘dies first issued in 1907 and exclusively 
thereafter, does not show these lines 
but presents either a mottled or an 
‘even texture when held to the light. 
_ Now for the first Nesbitt issue of 
| 1858-55. The embryo envelope col- 
‘lector turns to his Scott’s catalogue 
‘and finds therein that the Nesbitt 
‘issue is comprised of two papers, 
jwhite and buff. This sounds easy 
enough until a specimen turns up on 
dark, almost brown paper, or perhaps 
on a beautiful light yellow paper. 
White and buff says the catalogue, 
and there you are. What it doesn’t 
tell is that the white paper runs from 
a cream white to a bluish white and 
that the buff can be anything from 
light brown to light yellow. Some col- 
lectors just mount one specimen, 
brown, yellow or what-have you, and 
call if buff, which it is. Other collec- 
tors endeavor to get a specimen in 
each of the various shades. Collect- 
ing the shades makes a very decora- 
tive display as well as being instruc- 
tive, showing as it does, the various 








shades of the buff paper for this issue. 
The texture of the papers used for this 
issue varies from a soft, porous paper 
to a thin, crisp type with a highly 
finished surface. 

In the second Nesbitt issue, that of 
1860, an orange paper appeared and 
in 1861 the five higher values of the 
series were printed on an amber col- 
ored paper. In this issue we find a 
letter sheet printed on blue paper and 
the manila wrapper makes its first 
appearance as a member of the postal 
family. There are no difficulties with 
the issue of 1863 which appeared on 
buff and orange paper although the 
wrappers came in two shades of ma- 
nilla, light and dark. 

The colors of the Reay issue are 
white, amber, cream and orange, all 
plain sailing with the exception of 
the “cream,” which in this case is not 
the yellowish white we know as cream 
but is really a “flesh” tint. This mis- 
nomer applies to the Plimpton issue 
of 1874 also. In 1874 the first blue 
envelopes appeared and in 1875 fawn 
paper was added to the list. Nothing 
hard so far, so we proceed to 1884 
where we find the “oriental” buff. This 
paper, if one is not careful, can be 
rather easily confused with the cream 
paper upon both of which the 30c black 
and the 90c carmine appeared. But 
any serious trouble can be avoided by 
carefully matching the papers with a 
six cent or some other variety which 
came on cream but not on buff paper. 
This issue also produced the amber 
manilla paper which is easily told in 
the only two issues in which it was 
used by the coarse texture of the 
paper. This amber manilla might be 
described as a light mustard yellow 
shade. 

With the issue of 1887 the fawn 
paper disappeared and in 1899 the 
amber manila paper was dropped from 
the list leaving only the old standbys, 
white, amber, oriental buff, blue and 





manila. These papers remained in 
use until the next great change, that 
from laid to wove paper. The latter 
was first used in 1915 with the so- 
called oval dies which appeared on 
both laid and wove paper, the major 
portion being on laid. Wove paper 
has been used exclusively ever since. 

With the introduction of wove paper 
a better grade of white paper, known 
as Extra Quality, was placed on the 
schedule. At first it was not widely 
used but has become more popular 
each year. With the beginning of the 
present contract in 1929, amber and 
blue extra quality papers were intro- 
duced for the express purpose of edu- 
cating the public to the use of better 
grade envelopes, even if users pre- 
ferred the colored papers. As a fur- 
ther step in what will doubtless prove 
the eventual discontinuance of stand- 
ard quality paper the P. O. Depart- 
ment has recently ordered that after 
Jan. 1, 1932, all sales of less than 250 
shall be of extra quality stock. 

This use of colored extra quality 
paper brought about for a time a 
strange situation with regard to the 
4c and 5c envelopes on amber. These 
values were printed for only a short 
time on amber paper of standard qual- 
ity which justified the prices formerly 
quoted by Scotts on Nos. 2668 and 
2669. However, after they appeared 
on amber extra quality, now widely 
obtainable, many people were for a 
time mislead into believing the pres- 
ent product to be that listed by Scott 
from the first. So far as the standard 
catalog description goes there is no 
difference, but actually the original 
variety on ordinary paper is very 
searce while the present product on 
extra quality is quite common. 

In 1920, due to a temporary short- 
age of manila paper, the 1c envelope 
made its appearance on a light weight 
brown paper both glazed and un- 
glazed. The 2c wrapper also appeared 
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on both these papers, while the ic 
wrapper appeared on the glazed paper 
only. This paper is a real brown and 
should not be confused with the dark 
shades of the ordinary manila. 

In 1920 the use of amber and buff 
paper was discontinued. In 1929 the 
use of manila paper was confined to 
wrappers only and in the same year 
amber paper was replaced on the 
schedule. 

In Bartels catalogue will be found 
many sub-varieties of papers which 
are always of the greatest interest to 
advanced collectors and_ specialists 
who eagerly seize upon all slight va- 
riations of colors as specimens for 
their collections. But as this article is 
written primarily for those not so 
familiar with envelopes, such varieties 
have been purposely omitted from the 
discussion. 

Summarizing the paper situation in 
a few words, we find that there are
